Under these circumstances, | 
ihe chiefs of the Sherbro Bulloms volun- | 
tarily placed themselves under the pro- | 
tection of the British government, and | 
on the 24th of September last, entered | 
into a formal treaty,by which they grant | 
to his Britannic Majesty “the full, en- 

tire.free, and unlimited right, title, pos-| 
session, and entire sovereignty of all the | 
territories and dominions to them be- | 
longing.” In accordance with this trea- 
ty his Excellency Major General Tur- 
ner, Commender in chief of the British 
forces in West Africa, on the 4th of 
October, issued his proclamation declar- 
ing the newly acquired territories an in- 
tegral part of the colony of Sierra Le- 
one. Thus is the slave lrade forerer a-

the deepest sympathy in their situation, and 
the most lively interest in all their future 
fates. 

We must take this occasion to say again that 
we do most cordially approve of this plan of 
the Soviety. We are no enthusiasts indeed, 
(as we perceive it is the pleasure of some to 
call the friends of the cause,) but with the evi- 
dence, daily increasing, which we have before 
us, of the perfect practicableness of colonizing 
these people in the Jand of their fathers, of 
their undertaking, and of the happy efiects
